This  hlatory  of  the  Powelson  family  v&t  started  in  an  endeavor  to 
learn  something  about  my  great   grandfather,  Patrick  Powelson,  who  was  supposed 
to  have  been  born  in  New  Jersey  about   the  year  1780.     Until  after  this  effort 
was  started  I  had  no  knowledge  of  any  Powelsons  other  than  those  living  about 
Pittsburgh,  all  of  whoa  were  related.     Hone  of  my  relations  ooald  tell  anything 
about  the  family  beyond  ny  grandfather's  generation,  except   that  grandfather 
was  the  son  of  a  Patrick  Powelaon  and  Hannah  llarr,  and   there  was  acme  doubt   as 
to  the  name  Karr.    The  Pittsburgh  directories  give  the  name  Johanna  instead  of 
Hannah.     STith  this  meager  information  I  tried  to  build  up  the  family  tree 
and   in  so  doing,  unearthed  the  data  whioh  I  have  attempted  to  reoord   for  ny 
own  pleasure  and  the   benefit   of  any  who  may  be  interested. 

la  the  collection  of  nanas,   I  ooald  trace  the  Powelson  to  four  start- 
ing points,  or  in  other  words  the  tribe  is  divided  into  four  branches;   each 
branch  being  traced  back  to  one  of  four  families.     These  early  f sallies  may  be 
related,   but   the  evidence  of  relationship  is   lacking,  and  as   X  am  only  record- 
ing facts  I  am  not  attempting  to   state  what  the   relationship  may  be. 

There  are  also  several  small  branches  or  families  of  Powelsons  which 
I  have  not  been  able  to  conneot  with  any  of  the  four  major  branches. 

The  four  branches   into  which  the  family  is  divided  are  Hew  Tork  Branch, 
the  Hew  Jersey  Branch,   the  Virginia  Branch  and  the  Pennsylvania  Branch.     The 
progenitor  of  the  Hew  York  Branch  la  Cornelius  Paulusyen,  who  was  born  about 
1670,  at  Albany,  Sew  Torkt    that   of  the  Sew  Jersey  Branch  is  Johannes  Pose  1  son, 
who  was  born  1719  and  lived  cost  of  his  life  in  Hew  Jersey;    that   of  the  Vir- 
ginia Branch  is  Powel  Powelson,  born  about   1720  and  whose  family  moved  into 
Virginia;    and  lastly  that  of  the  Pennsylvania  Branch  is  Patrick  Powelson,  who 
was  born  about   1760,  the  children  of  whom  were  raised  in  Pittsburgh. 

Patrick  Powelson  case   into  this  world  and  left   it   the   same  way  that 
many  more  have  done.     Be  fcsa  left  a  trail  behind  him,  but  the  trail  by  which  he 
c&ae  has  been  completely  obliterated. 

The  greatest  difficulty  with  this  undertaking  was  to  find  a  starting 
point*     This  was  obtained  throorh  my  friend  James  H.  Duthie  who  was   studying 
Architecture  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  Philadelphia.     In  1912  I  had 
asked  him  to  look  up  some  records  in  that  oity  and  he  sent  the   following  lettert- 

From  a  biographloal  Sketch  of  Abram  Pow  laon,   in  the   "History  of 
Somerset  Co."  (Hew  Jersey) . 

"The  Powelson  family  came  very  early  to  this  country.     Capt.  Jacob 
Powelaon  is  recorded  as  having  arrived  from  Holland  in  the  ship  Predenbnrg  on 
Jan.  24,   1640.     Eicholas  Powelson  came   from  Ditmoreen  in  the   ship  "Glided 
Otter"  in  1657,  and  Gomaen  Powelaon,  or  Paulison,  from  Antwerp  in  the  ship 
"St.  John  the  Baptist"  in  1661.     From  these  the  Family  in  imerloa  is  supposed 
to  have  descended.    Johannes  Powelson,  born  in  Apr.  1719,   the  great  grandfather 
of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  purchased  a  large  tract  of  land  in  Bedminiater 
Township,  Somerset  Co.  on  Uay  1,   1767  ahd  about  that   time  took  up  hla  reaidenoe 
in  that  section,     a  portion  of  the  house  whioh  he  erected  in  1768   ia  atill 
standing  and  with  an  addition  built  in  1786  constitutes  the  residence  of  his 
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great  grandson  J.TJ).  Fowclson.     The  children  of  Johannes  ware  Bonn,  horn 
Got.  24,   1746;    Cornelius;   Mayj    Jeanne;   Catherine;    Anne;    Abraham,   born  Feb,  9, 
1755|    Peal;   Bendrlck;    Sarah  and  Hanah.     Johannes  died  July  1788.     Abraham 
was  born  on  the  date  mentioned  above  and  asms  to  Bedminster  Township  at   the 
age  of  twelve.     Es  married  Laaatje  Ueasler  and  had  eleven  children,  cost   of 
whoa  lived  and  died  In  Bedminster  Twp.     Some  of  these  children  were  John  A., 
Abraham,  Cornelias,   Peter,   Haria,   Sarah,   Lanah  and  Arlan.     Abraham  Powelsoa 
died  In  1607  and  his  wife  In  1836.     John  A.  Powelaon  was  born  Jaly  27,   1780, 
he  married  Alleta,  daughter  of  William  Yon  Born  of  Ulll stone,   and  had  three 
children,   Abrsm  J.,  J.TJD.,  and  Catharine  U,  who  r.arrled  Jerone  Van  Best. 
Be  passed  his  life  as  a  farmer  on  the  old  hdmestead  In  Bedmlnater  Township  and 
died  la  1854  at   74  years  of  age. 

Abrea  J.,   the   subject  of  this  kketoh  was  born  on  the   old  Powelsoa 
plaoe   In  Bedminster  Tup.  on  Hay  23,   1816,  where  he  passed  the  early  years  of 
his  life,   enjoying  a  cooaon  school  education.     On  Bow.  5,  1840  he  married 
Sarah  Ann  Van  "est  and  on  Peo.  15  of  the  same  year  he  removed  to  the  farm 
which  he  now  owns  and  occupies   In  Bridgewater  Twp.     Bore  he  has   since  resided 
and  engaged   In  agricultural  pursuits.     Re  Is  a  Republican  in  Politics,  was 
formerly  a  member  of  the  reformed  Church  bat   became  identified  with  the 
Presbyter ian  Chora*  of  Pluckamln  and  has   for  twenty  years  been  an  active    mem- 
ber.   Be  is  known  as  a  man  of  strict   Integrity,  oonaclentious  and  devoted  to 
prinoiple,   and   a  representative  agriculturist.     Bis  children  are   Abraham  T.I. , 
a  lawyer   si  Utddletown,  Catharine  Adeline,  wife  of  John  Bageman,  and  John  A., 
living  at  home.- 

This  le  all  I  could  find  la  this  book,   in  regard  to   the  Powelsoa 
Pa-ally.     Too  will  notice  that   one  of  the  ancestors  did  spell  his  name  Paolleon,

And  that  ends  those  Powelsona  connected  with    the  Borland  Family. 
I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  find  any  Powelsuaa  in  the  Church  reccrda  except 
the  one  of  Peter  Po«elaon*s  marriage  at  Christ  Church  -  that  does  not  aay  when 
ho  was  born.     In  the  marriage  reoorda  of  3t.  George's  Hethodlat  Church  I   found 
a  Samuel  Povrelsan  that  married  Uary  An  airly,  Oct.  2,   1856.     But  I  don't  know 
If  that  la  a  branch  of  the  Powolaon  Family  or  not.    Ton  will  notice  that   In 
these  Bew  Jersey  and  Hew  Tork  reoorda  that   there  are  throe  spellings  for  the 
name  Powelaon,   Powles  and  Paullson.     I  have  not  yet  exa-nined  any  prison  records. 
In  fact  I  have  been  afraid  to,   afraid  that   I  might  find  acne  Dathiea  there.

Tork  etateai-  "Hicholas  Powelaon  of  Ditmaraon,  Holland,  emigrated  In  1657  on 
Board  the  ahip  "Glider  Otter",   and  landed  with  Me  family  in  America.     On  their 
arrival  he,  with  fear  other*  of  their  party,   located  at  Kew  Barbadoee,  now 
Baokenaack,  lew  Jersey. 

"The  Powelaon  family  were  originally  from  Morway,   but  removed  to 
Holland  before  any  of  the  nane  came  to  this  country.     Prom  Hew  Barbadoes  they 
scattered  and  some  located  on  Long  Island,  H.T.     Capt  .  Jacob  Hendriok  Powelson, 
with  his  wife  and  ten  children  removed  froa  Long  Island  to  3c#  Jersey  in  1687, 
bought  land  and  settled  in  the  Township  of  Bedminster,   County  of  Somerset.

In  other  words  he  had  a  son  barn  ?2  years  after  he 
already  hae  had  10  children.     Say  he  was  20  years  old  when  married  and  a  child 
was  born  every  two  years,  he  would  have  been  born  about   1647  and  was  72  years 
old  when  Johannes  was  born.

by  genealogists,   therefore,    I  take   it   for  granted   that  your  ancestor  coning 
from  Hackensack  deaoende  from   the  same  source."

Regarding  the  spelling  of  tho  name,   it   is  interesting  to  note  in  the 
various  letters  that  hare  been  sent   to  bo  that  most   every  one  who  spalls  it 
other  than  Powelson,  agrees  that  their  family  originally  spelled  it  as  we   do 
bow,  bat  for  reasons  which  they  do  not  know  it  was  changed,    the  head  of  the 
lew  Jersey  branch  of  the  family  spelled    it  Powelson  and    Pools  on,  while  on  his 
tombstone   it   la  spelled  Powwlscn. 

Kr.  John  A.  Powllson,   a  great  great  grandson  of  Johannes  Powelson  of 
the  Sew  Jersey  branch,    in  a  letter  dated  Earch  26,   1912    stated  that  he  noticed 
three  different   spellings  of  the  name  in  his  grandfather's  family  Bible, 
John  C.  Poulson,l?80,  Abraham  V.  Powlson  1617  and  Philip  Ellas   Powllson  1829. 

Kr*  Geo.  B.  Pouldon  of  Oil  City  stated  that  sometime  after  his  father 
was  born  in  1642,  the  name  was  changed  to  Paulson,   but  doesn't  state  what    it 
was  changed  from. 

Mrs.  Frederick  Lydeccer  of  ilaywood,   H jr.   in  a  letter  dated  l?ov.  5,   1912, 
stated  that    "Uy  great  grandfather's   (Hichard  Paul la on)    father's  name  was 
John  Powelson,  who  went   to  Virginia;  when  he  retun     "  ie  changed  hie  name  to 
Paul  Icon.     I  do  not  know  why." 

Proa   the  aboTe  facts  it  would   seem  that   Poweleon  is  the  correct 
spelling,  at  least  it    is  the  spelling  used  by  most  members  of  the  family. 

In  St  meter*  a   Official  Begiater  of  officers  and  men  of  Pew  Jersey 
who  served  In  the  Revolutionary  Tar,  under  the  official  head  of   "Official 
Roster  of  State  Troops  and  Militia,"  on  page  724  appears  the  following  Powel-

Johannes  Poaelscn,   the  ancestor  of  the  Powelson  family  in  Somerset  County, 
lev  Jersey,  was  horn  in  1719.    The  name  of  hit  father   la  not  definitely  known, 
however,  Johannes  cased  hia  f  irat  horn  aon,  John,  the  caatom  being  to  asaorae 
the  name  of  hia  paternal  grandfather,  a  oaaton  that  hold  true  in  moat  oaaes 
of  those  early  daya  and  a  Barked  characteristic  in  the  Powelson  family. 
A  large  portion  of  the  reoord  of  thla  branch  of  the  fa-ally  waa  collected  by 
Br.  John  A.  Powelaon  of  Flackamin,  H.J.,   in  whose  pcaaeaaion  are  cany  paper  a, 
one  of  which  dates  back  to  1736,  reading  as  f  allows:- 

"Uay  18th  in  the  ye  are  one   thoaaend  seven  handred  and  thirty-alx .     I  do 
pronla  to  pay  to  the   aald  Richard  Jewell  or  hia  Lawful  atorney  the  Jast   and 
fal  son  of  fcure  pounds  four  shillings  to  be  paid  att  or  Before  the  flrat  Day 
of  noieaber  next  Insuring  the  Sate  here  of  in  witness  my  hand 

Joannas  Fowel." 

The  above  signature  is  not   in  the  seme  handwriting  as  that  of  Johannes  born 
in  1719.    Furthemore  it   Is  not  likely  that  anyone  would  accept  a  note  from  a 
boy  of  17  years  &f   %e.     Hhlle  the  above  evldenoe   Is  probably  not   sufficient 
proof,  it  never-lhp-lese  strengthens  the  belief  that  the  naae  of  the  father 
of  Johannes , born  1719  was  Johannes  Fouelson  or  Joannas  Povel  as  he  spelled  In 
the  above  note.

873  pounds  Jersey  coney  paid  in  seven  annual  payments;    the  last  paid  1773, 
Here  he  lived  an  induatrioaa  and  frugal  life.

TIBOIRIA  BRABCH 

This  branch  seems  to  be  the  most  interesting  of  the   four  branches  of 
the  family,  because  of   the  varied  vocations  which  they  pursue  and  for  their 
general  make-up.     During  the  Civil  war,  this  branch  was   the  only  one  that 
•applied  men  for  both  sides.     They  are  for   the  most  part  farcers,  but  a  number 
hate  entered  different   professions,  and  we  find  them  in  nearly  all  branches 
ofhoman  endeavor.     The  head  of  this  branch  of  the  family  was   one  Powel  Powelson 
who  with  his  wife  Lena  was  first  heard  of  on  the  Baptismal  Eecords  of  the 
Reformed  Lutoh  Churbli  of  Sew  Brunswick,  Kew  Jersey,   and  about   1759  they  lived 
about  six  ailes  outside  of  the  town.     Where  they  came  from  or  when  they  came 
Is  not  known.    John  A.  Powelson  of  Pluckarain,   K.J.  is  disposed  to  believe  that 
Powel   and  Johannes  Powelson,  born  1719  were  brothers.     In  a  letter  from  John 
A.P.  dated  Sept.  16,  1912  he   writes,   "It   is   said  Powel  and  Lena  moved  from 
Flatlands,   Long  Island  to  Somerset  Co.,   H.J.  and  that  there  was  a  large 
family." 

Whatever  may  have  been  the  history  of  this  branch  of  the  family  prior 
to  the  time  of  their  residence  at  Kew  Brunswick,  H.J.,   their  wanderings  oan 
easily  be  traced  down  to  the  present  day.     From  Few  Brunswiok  the  family  moved 
up  to  Tinicum  Township,   Bucks  Co.,  Ponn.,   abomt  the  year  1775.     Bhile  here 
they  owned  150  aores  of  land,  2  horses  and  2  cows,     According  to  governement 
records,  they  had  at  this  time  12  ohildren,  6  boys  over  16  yre.  of  age  and  2 
boys  under  that  age,  also  5  girls.     This  would  seen  to  Indicate  that  their 
last  child  Join  was  born  after   they  left  Kew  Jersey.     From  Pennsylvania  they 
moved  to  Hampshire  Co.,  Va.   (now  W.»a.)   sometiw  between  the  years  1792  and 
1800.

1  Patrick  Powelson  is  the  father  of  the   Pennsylvania  Powelsons.     Ee  ia 

•apposed  to  have  been  born  in  Hew  Jersey  and  married  a  woman  whose   first   name 
was  Johanna  and  the  surname   is   supposed  to  hate  been  lierr.     It    is  also  t opposed 
that    she  was   from  or  near  Philadelphia.     They  settled  in  Lycoming  County, 
Penna.,  as  we  know  that  John  was  born  there  in  1609,     About  the  year  1810,  they 
•came   to  Pittsburgh  where  most  of  their  descendants  were  born,    lived  and  died. 

Patrick  was  born  probably  about   1775     and  died   sometime  previous  to 
1860  as   the  nan*  of  his  widow  appears   in  the  1860-1861  edition  of  the   Pittsburgh 
directory  as  follows:-  "Powelson,  Johanna,  widow  of  Patrick,   7  Carson  7.?." 
It  this  ti«  she  was  living  with  her  son,  John,  whose  name  appears  on  the  sarae 
page.     Her  name  also  appears,  and   for  the   last   time,   in  the  edition  of   1863- 
1864.     Assuming  she  was  21  years  old  when  her  first  child  was  born  in  1800, 
would  make  1779  the  year  of  her  birth  and  hawing  died  about  1863,  she  was  about 
83  years  of  age  at  the    tlr»  of  her  death.     Mrs.  ElUa  Jane  Smith,  daughter  of 
Marget  Powelson  and  Handle   -estervelt  said   that  Johanna  died  before  target's 
death,  which  occurred  June  20,   1863  and  that   she  was  past  90  years  of  age# 
This  would  plaoe  the  time  of  her   birth  about    1772.     The  names  of  Patrick's 
.  children  and  the  dates  of  their  birth,   given  below,  were  copied  from  a  paper 
found   in  Ura.  Smith's  Bible.     I  visited  her  at   the  home  of  her  only  child, 
Mrs.  Hay  LJichela,   Sunday  afternoon  Jan.  30th,  1927  #hen  she  was  80  yeers  of  age. 
She   Is  a  very  charming  woman,  has  a  olear  and  aot  lve  mind  and  aided  materially 
to  this  record. 

There  has  been  considerable  talk  in  the  family  about  a  fortune  that  was 
to  have  come  to  the  descendants  of  Johanna  l!nrr,   the  wife  of  Patrick  Powelson. 
It  has  been  said  that   the  father  of  Johanna  disposed  of  his  property  by  signing 
a  99  year  laae>   and  In  this  way  deprived  his  daughter  of  the  benefits  of  his 
sioney.     Ee  took  this  means  to   show  his  displeasure   to  his  daughter  for  marrying 
the  man  of  her  choice,   Patrick  Powelson.     ?e  do  not  know  the  naoe  of  Johanna's 
father,   bat  a  letter  from  Lira.  Greer  of  Chicago,   leads  me  to  believe  that  his 
name  was  Alem,  because  ITobanna  named  her  first   bom  Alea,  probably  in  an  attempt 
to  lessen  the  paternal  wrath.     Of  the  ten  children  born  to  Johanna  and  Patrick 
five  bear  the  names  of  the  Uarr  family  of  which  I  believe  her  father  to  be  a 
member.     This  is  only  an  assumption  and  if  a  fact   it  cannot   be  proven  at  this 
time,  but  has  a  very  strong  argument    in  its  favor. 

Where  Patrick  came  from,  who  his  parents  were  that  Inflicted  the   Irish 
given  name  upon  him,  where  he  lived  or  when  he  died  is  not  known,  except  by 
hearsay  that  he  came  from  How  Jersey.
